WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Several na- 
tional banks of St. Louis will receive 
substantial deposits of the $50,000,000 the 
Treasury Department is preparing to 
send to national banks in the South 
and West to aid the movement for 
marketing of crops. Acting Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Williams made this 
statement this morning. He said it 
bad not determined yet just how 
much of: the $50,000,000 would go to St. 
louis banks, but he added that it would 
be a large sum.

Assistant Secretary Williams 
was necessary for the 
place the money in the large channels 
because it would be impracticable to 
pass upon the quality of commercial pa- 
per as security, if the deposits were 
scattered indiscriminately among a 
great number of country banks. 

“The Treasury Department,” said Wil- 
liams, ‘“‘has showered with tele- 
grains from banks and bankers through 
the West and South, expressing the 
strongest possible commendation of the 
Secretary's announcement.”

Miss Esther Wasner Is Principal 
Witness at Inquest in Dr.

Miss Wagner. testified that she was 
in the machine with Schuler and had 
taken from her pocket an advertise- 
ment clipped from a newspaper.

While 
reading she heard Schuler sound his 
horn. Looking up she saw Dr. Scholz 
stepping off a street car. 

Schuler Tried to Stop. 

The physician, she said, walked 
very slowly toward the curb. Schuler 
blew his horn again, and when Scholz 
kept coming he made an effort té 
stop hig machine. 

In reply to a question of Deputy 
Coroner Fath, the witness said Schuler 
slackened his speed at a reasonable dis- 
tance. Miss Wanger said Dr. Scholz 
walked so slowly that ske supposed he 
was not going to try to cross tn front 
of the machine. 

Hdward C. Kinsley of $401 North 
Thirteenth street, clerk in the drig 
store owned by Dr. Scholz, testified 
that he looked out of the window and 
saw the doctor alighting from the 
street car. A moment later, he said, 
he saw the automobile strike him. 
He said the machine pushed him 
about 10 feet before it stopped. Kins- 
ley said he helped Dr. Scholz up. 

Conducter Did Not See Accident. 
‘Conductor Oreb F. Keithley, 300 North 
Jefferson avenue, of the car from which 
Dr. Scholz alighted, testified, that he 
stopped at Angelrodt etreet for the pas- 
genger to get off and after he left the 
car gave the bell to go ahead, 

When the car was about half way 
across the sereet, he said, he heard men 
yelling that a man had been killed and 
he stopped the car to get witnesses, 

Joseph Schuler, politician, father of 
Frederick Schuler, was present at the 
inquest. Young Schuler, on advice of 
his attorney, John A. Gernez, declined 
to take the witness stand.

T0 HAVE AILLED 
VENEZUELA Gilt 


With Victory at Coro, Issues 
Flowery Proclamation 


CORRRCAS. Vellvsucla, Aug. 2.—It was 
reported here today that all the Ven- 
ezuelan Government officiais at Coro 
in the State of Faloon were surprised 
by former President Cipriano Castro 
and killed or taken prisoners. 

An overwhelming Government army 
has been prepared and is ready to 
march with the intention of crushing 
Castro and his followers in the first 
battle. 

In a proclamation dater Coro, 
277, Castro says in part: 

‘War has become inevitable! I de- 
clare myself in campaign against Juan 
Vicente Gomez whose treason and 
ursupation of power since 1908 have be- 
comé a real catastrophe calling me from 
private life. 

“Crime extends tts horrible wings 
over the whole republic of Venezuela. 

“The crazy and _ *ferocitous Gomez 
bears on his forehead the eternal mark 
of a traitor. His brutal look and his 
perfidious smile encourage his few fol- 
lowers to finish the ruin of the father- 
land. 

‘Heroic Venezuela acclaims me again 
to re-vindicate her rights. 

“T am a slave to honor and duty, 
I accept the honor. 

‘My .program in regard to Democrat- 
ic affairs is to gaye my country from 
threatening anarchy, and my foreign 
policy is to join hands with civiliza- 
tion and progress on the basis of equity 
and justice. 

‘Everybody in Venezuela shouid take 
arms and contribute to the salvation of 
the Fatherland.”’

The deadlock between the Council 
and House of Delegates on the propo- 
sition to appropriate $750,000 to build a 
southern approach to the free bridge 
‘for the benefit of the Manufacturers’ 
Railway, resulted Friday night in filing 
the bill providing for a special free 
bridge bond issue election in October 
or November. 

After four months of wrangling be- 
tween the Municipal Assembly and the 
Mayor, no progress whatever has been 
made toward the solution of the free 
bridge problem, the proposition stand- 
ing now where it was when Ahe new 
administration went into power, pledged 
to a prompt completion of the bridge. 

As the Municipal Assembly has voted 
to adjourn next week until October, no 
further action on free bridge matters 
will be possidie until fall unless Mayor 
Kiel issues a call for a special meeting 
of the Assembly. He has intimated 
that he would issue the call.

Meeting Tuesday Night to Or- 
ganize Insurgents Against In- 
surance Rate Increase. 


TO CONTROL DELEGATES 


Contend Increase of Cost of Life 
Policies Drove 265,000 Out 
of the Order. 


Battle axes will clash in St. Louis 


Tuesday night, when the local insur- 
gents of the Modern Woodmen of 
America meet to join in a nation-wide 
campaign to oust the head officers of 
the organization at Rock Island, IIL, 
and repeal recently enacted insurance 
rates that already are said to have 
driven 265,000 members out of the order. 

The meeting will be held at 2536 Pine 
street at 8 p. m. Its primary object 
is to organize all. the Woodmen insur- 
gents in St. Louis for the purpose of 
controlling the delegates to the nation- 
al convention next year. The local in- 
surgents hope to be able to control the 
delegations and send men to the con- 
vention, probably to be held in Den- 
ver, that will not hesitate to use their 
battle axes on the heads of fhe head 
officers. 

The insurgents’ meeting was author- 
ized by a committee of which C. F. 
Hahne is chairman and William Eck is 
secretary, Robert J. Sloan of Kansas 
City will make a speech calculated to 
marshal the insurgents. The insurgents 
recently held a national cofvention at 
Springfield, Ill., and there resolved to g0 
after the scalps of the head Woodmen. 

Rate Increase Protested. 

In February the head officers, with- 
out the consent of the 1,250,000 mem- 
bers of the order, according to local 
Woodmen, put into effect a schedule of 
insurance rates which increased the 
amount of payments of members from 
200 to 600 per cent. The members say 
they took out insurance policies in the 
order on the piedge that the payments 
at the time of joining should never be 
increased. 


were required to make monthly pay- 
ments. Some of the St. Louis mem- 
bers complain that their rates were 
increased from 65 cents a month on 
$1000 policy to $1.85 a month, and 
others complain. of still greater in- 
creases. 

The fight in the Woodmen organiza- 
tion has been carried to the courts In 
Illinois, where the home office of the 
order was established many years 
ago, and bills were even introduced in 
the Illinois Legislature and passed 
for the purpose of preventing the 
head officers of the organization from 
exercising absolute control. 

The insurgents are demanding a 
referendum vote on the increased 
rates, which they say has been re- 
fused by the head officers. They are 
also demanding an investigation of 
the financial affairs of the order. 

Recall Is Demanded. 

The Woodmen have a large sani- 
torium for their sick and feeble 
members, and the insurgents are de- 
manding an investigation of its man- 
agement. ‘Their further demands are 
a by-law limiting office holding to 
two terms, with a recall by which 
all elected officers may be removed 
from office by vote of the members; 
publicity of all expenditures, and 
prohibition of special favors. 

The insurgents charge that the 
great force of organizing deputies 
traveling’in every state in the Union 
is a part of a political machine main- 
tained by the head officers to per- 
petuate themselves in power.

‘“‘THE ROMANCE OF ALI.’’ 


TELLING and artistic blending of 
A Orient and Occident—or rather the 

Occident as viewed by eyes trained 
only in the Orient—gives piquant interest 
to a novel by Eleanor Stuart, called 
“ahe Romance of Ali.”” If it is a first 
pretentious work—absence of anything 
to the contrary on the title page seems 
to indicate it is—it should bespeak a 
sympathetic audience for the author's 
next book, for it has\an artistic, finished 
style that cannot but improve on further 
acquaintance. Not the least of its ar- 
tistic merits is that, while it has a gen- 
erous sympathy with things of the Far 
East, it avoids many of the temptations 
into which writers of such tales too 
often fall. Its colors are vivid without 
being barbaric: it is romantic without 
eroticism; it touches finely on the oc- 
cult, yet is not mystical; it is sprightly 
without extravagance. 

Itis the story of Alexander Alexander, 

cotch boy, whose parents died when 
the child’s father was in a diplomatic 
post on an East African island. A baby, 
Alexander, was left to the charge of 
the Mohammedan Sultan of the island. 
Throughout his infancy and early boy- 
hood he lived in intimate companion- 
ship with the Sultan's own son in the 
Sultan’s harem, the special charge of 
Fatuma, the favorite wife, a wise and 
kindly woman.

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THE ARBITRARY MUST GO. 
In the decision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission on the rate allowances of the Manufactur- 
ers’ Railway the distinction between a terminz} 
combination or union terminal system owned 
by and serving a number of railroads and, an in- 
dependent terminal company charging for its 
services was clearly drawn in the following par- 
agraph: ~ 
In addition to these deliveries in this sec- 

tion of St. Louis on what are, in fact, their 
own rails, with attendant reciprocal advan- 
tages to them, the trunk lines are sought to 
pe required by this commission’s order to,g0 
a step further and bear the expense of the 
delivery on the rails of a separate and inde- 
pendent terminal connection which fy not in 
position to render such reciprocal services and 
which, by its own statement, is endeavoring 
to construct an extensive terminal system to 
rival the trunk lines’ own facilitics as repre- 
sented in the Terminal Association. 

The Post-Dispatch hails this statement of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as the final and 
conclusive approval from the Federal railroad 
regulating body of our original and persistent con- 
tention that the Terminal Railway Association’s 
facilities, including its bridges and all of its 
tracks on both sides of the river, are the common 
property of all the railroads in the association, 
and are the terminal facilities of each railroad in 
the association. The association’s bridge and ter- 
minal system bears the relation to each railroad 
that its own exclusive terminal system does. Each 
railroad, therefore, should deliver traffic free of 
charge for terminal service, at cy ery point on the 
common terminal system. 

The decision agrees with and supplements the 
decision of the United States Supreme Court. It 
goes to the fundamental point of the controversy 
between St. Louis and the terminal combine. It 
disposes forever of ‘the confusing fiction, main- 
tained by the railroads to justify levying arbi- 
trary monopoly charges, that the Terminal Rail- 
way is an independent terminal company serving 
independent railroads, and must therefore make 
a special charge for its profitable maintenance. 
As the common terminals of all and the actual ter- 
minals of each, the railroads should defray the cost 
and maintenance of their common terminal sys- 
tem out of the general revenue and ser¥ice charge 
on outside railroads. No special bridge or ter- 
minal charge should be levied on the traffic of 
any railroad using the common system. All ex- 
penses for bridge and terminal service should be 
abolished. 

With this definition of the character and func- 
tion of the Terminal Railway as a common termi- 
nal system, now open under the Supreme Court’s 
decision to all railroads on equal terms and 
stripped of exclusive m@nopoly features, there is 
no doubt of the ultimate fate of speeial discrim- 
inating charges.

St. Louis a Clean City. , 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Thank you for publishing my protest agalnst 
Frank Putnam's article in the Post-Dispatch a 
week ago. And may T again take up the cudgels 
for our city? . 

St. Louis ts an exceptionally clean city. T am 
familiar With cities on this side of the water. I 
have read ‘of cities on the other side--Germany, 
for instance. But if friend Putnam can-.find any 
place in Germany where..the homes,;{ breweries 
and yards of the population are more absolutely 
clean than they are here, among our German peo- 
ple, he has discovered something not of this 
world. If he will go right out the Grand avenue, 
Bellefontaine or other lines that penetrate our 
German sections he will see unlmpeachable evi- 
dence that the limit of human cleanliness has been 
reached. 

Enter a German home, saloon or store—and 
you cannot imagine anything more spotlessly 
Sanitary.

So much for the German part of our German 
city—next take the West Side—where in this 
world will you find so many miles of perfectly 
clean streets—beautiful yards where the grass is 
sprinkled daily and always kept clipped, and 
where the flowers and shrubs dre healthy and the 
hedges are trimmed regularily—homes as immac- 
ulate as human energy and persistency can 
make them? Is there any city on earth that can 
show so many magnificent homes and 80 many 
other homes that cost less and yet are ag attrac- 
tive from every point of view? 

Now as to our streets—I have not seen in any 
city such a good system of “flushing” as we have 
here—nor a better system of sprinkling and 
sweeping. We pay over $3 per year per citizen 
to keep up our 600 miles of streets, Mr. Putnam— 
which is over three times as much per citizen as 
New York pays. Her annual street bill is only

MAY BE WORTH TRYING. 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Waiters in St. Bouls have been on 
strike for several weeks and one out- 
come of that struggle, unlike most 
strikes in public service organizations, 
may be to the advantage of the public. 


An incident of the contest was the en- 
listing of the interest of Councilmen by 
the strikers, at whose request an anti- 
tipping ordinance was introduced, the 
idea being, of course, to make a strong- 
er case for increased wages. 

Whether the waiters win or lose, 
whether the employers are compelled to 
pay better wages or not, if this ordi- 
nance stays on the books, it is going to 
furnish a demonstration on the possi- 
bility of the abolition of tipping that will 
be worth watching. It makes the giving 
or receiving of a tip a misdemeanor, 
punishable by a fine of from $10 to $59, 
half of which goes to the informer. The 
customer who pauses to reflect on the 
possibilities of this measure before tip- 
ping his attendant will need to be very 
sure of his man before he invites the 
risk of prosecution. Similarly, the wait- 
er will have to be equally assured of 
the good faith of his benefactor before 
be pockets the tip. 

The new law may not stop tipping, 
but it certainly would discourage the 
extension of the habit. By all means let 
St. Louis try it out and let the rest of 
the country know the result. 


DUTCH BUILDING A NAVY. 
From the Boston Transcript. 

The Dutch, who once took Holland, 
are beginning to realize that they may 
be called upon to defend it. Impelled 
by reflection upon this probability, they 
have practically formulated a plan for 
reorganizing and rehabilitating their 
navy. As the first step in this direc- 
tion, they have begun the raising of 
funds necessary to construct nine dread- 
naughts. A Dutch ureadnaught fs a 
craft unknown In the seas at present, 
for the land of Van Tromp and De 
Ruiter lags behind South America in 
naval development. Its flag flies over 
the smallest of battleships, vessels 
whose claim to that classification is 
very doubtful. The largest of the Dutch 
battleships has but 7600 tons displace- 
ment, dimensions below those of most 
cruisers designed for dangerous serv- 
ice. The half a dozen fast cruisers 
which constitute the second line of Hol- 
land’s naval defense are handy vessels. 
small but comparatively speedy. Alto- 
gether the entire navy of Holland has 
not the fighting power of one up-to- 
date American or British squadron.

HREE pounds raw veal chopped fine, 

three-fourths pound salt pork, one 
cup rolled crackers, two eggs well beat- 
en, two teaspoonfuls of salt, one tea- 
spoonful of pepper, two teaspoonfuls of 
sage, one-half cup boiling water.
